Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections ^ 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Coene (WO 
03/034596). 

Coene discloses a holographic system for recording and reading out holographic data in 
the form of pages in a holographic medium (Fig. 14), wherein in one embodiment the detector 
comprises elements, which are positioned in a staggered fashion, and more specifically in a 
quasi-hexagonal shape (Fig. 15B, line 25, p. 13 to line 14, p. 14). It is noted that Coene 
specifically defines "Vfsq", or "Vfhex", as the "arrangement of detector elements in the image 
plane", see lines 27-28, p. 13.
